ARMENIAN ATROCITIES. 
TRLEGRAMS FROM LONDON. 


London, September 12.4-In the courss of 
a‘apeech delivered lust night Mr H. H. 
Asquith, who waa Home Secretary in’ the 
lost Liberal Adminiatration, declared that 
Great Britain should refuse to curry on fur- 
ther parleying with the Government of the 
Sultun, because the Porte was a mere in- 
strament for executing tha-oriminal and 
insane purposes of the Sultan. The Powers, 
ho added, could not condone’the Sultan’s 
past crimes or ignore tho dungers which lay 
in store in the future without sharing in 
the Sultan's guilt. - 

The Earl of Rosebery, in the courne of 
an address on the situation in Turkey, ssid 
that the misgovernment in Couhtantinople 
had calminnted in the placing of Armenia 
under a new hnmiliation. He said that 
more was to by expected from diplomacy 
than from public mectings on the Aruen- 
ian question. If, however, such gytherings 
partook of a truly national character, they 
‘would be an essential factor. 

London, Sept. 13,—Several members of 
the French Chamber of Deputies havi pro- 
tested to Mt Hanotaux, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, against the ‘Platonic cha.

SUICIDE OF A MINE: MANAGER.
